"Wo must carefully plan and 
mtaintain this resource to mecf 
our futuro needs," ho.

"" "Whllo I am not for all dams 
neither am I against all dams 
and it seems to mo that.to utilize 
the surplus flows of the Snalto 
Klvor und its tributaries we 
must have some storago fa-
